An act to provide for the issuance and 
sale of state bonds 
to 
be 
known as 
“state building bonds,” 
to 
provide a 
fund for the erection and equipment of 
state buildings in the city 
of Sacra­ 
mento foi* state 
purposes, creating a 
commission to determine the amount to 
be expended for furnishing arid equip­ 
ping said buildings and accepting a suit­ 
able site, creating a sinking and inter­ 
est fund for the payment of interest on 
said bonds and the redemption of the 
same, making an apprppriation there­ 
for, making an appropriation of five 
thousand dollars for the expenses of 
printing and lithographing said bonds 
and providing for the submission of 
this act to a vote of the people. 


The people of the State of California do 
enact as follows: 
.SECTION I. F ur th e purpose of c re a t­ 
ing itnd providing a fund for the in d eb t­ 
edness hereby authorized to be incurred, 
a s h erein afte r provided, th e sta te tre a s ­ 
u rer snail im m ediately a fte r tile issuance 
of th e proclam ation of tile governor, p ro ­ 
vided to r in section ten hereof, prepare 
six thousand su itable bonds of th e S tate 
of C alifornia, 
in tile denom ination 
of 
live hundred dollars each. 
T he whole is­ 
sue of said bonds shall not exceed tile 
sum of three m illion dollars, and said 
bonds shall bear in terest a t tile rate of 
four p er centum p er an n u m from the 
d ate of issuance thereof, an d both p rin ­ 
cipal an d in terest shall be payable in 
gold coin of tile p resen t sta n d ard OI 
value, an d they shall be payable a t the 
olthe of the sta te treasu rer, a t th e ex ­ 
p iratio n of fifty y ears from th eir date. 
*5aId bonds shall b ear d ate tile second 
nay of July, ISIS, and shall lie payable 
on the second day of July, 1965. 
The 
in terest accruing on such 01 said bonus 
as a re sold shall be due an d payable a t 
the office of tile sta te tre a su re r on the 
second day of Ja n u a ry and on tile sec­ 
ond day of Ju ly of each y ear a fte r the 
sale of tile sam e. 
A t th e expiration of 
fifty y ears from the d ate of said bonds 
all bonds sold shall cease to bear in te r­ 
est, and th e sta te tre a su re r shall call in, 
fo rth w ith pay and cancel tile sam e out 
of th e m oneys in the sinking and in ter 
est fund provided for in th is act. 
All 
bonds issued shall be signed by th e gov 
ernor, and countersigned by th e control 
ler, and shall be endorsed by th e sta te 
treasu rer, and the said bonds shall be 
so signed, countersigned, an d endorsed 
by th e officers who a re in office on tile 
second nay of July, 1916, and each of 
said bonds shall have th e seal of tile 
sta le im pressed thereon. 
Tile said bonds 
signed, 
countersigned, 
endorsed 
and 
sealed as herein provided w hen sold shall 
be and co n stitu te a valid an d binding 
obligation upon tile S tate of C alifornia 
though the sale th ereo f be m ade a t a 
d ate or d ates a fte r tile person signing 
countersigning and endorsing, or any or 
eith er of them , shall have ceased to be 
the Incum bents of such office or offices. 
SEC. Ii. 
in te re st coupons shall lie at 
ta choil to each of said bonds, so tha 
such coupons m ay be rem oved w ithout 
injury to or m utilatio n of th e bond. Said 
bonds shall be consecutively num bered 
and shall bear the lithographed slgna 
tun? of th e sta te tre a su re r who shall be 
in office on th e second day of July, 1915 
Hut no in terest on any of said bonds 
shall be paid for any tim e w hich m ay 
interven e betw een th e d ate of any of said 
bonds and tile issue anil sale thereof to 
a 
purchaser, 
unless such 
accrued 
In­ 
terest shall have been, by th e purchaser 
of said bond, paid to th e sta te a t the 
tim e of such sale. 
KEO. 3. 
The sum of five tho u san d dol­ 
lars is hereby ap p ro p riated o ut of any 
m oneys in th e sta te treasu ry not o th er­ 
w ise ap p ropriated to pay th e expenses 
th a t m ay be incurred by th e sta te tre a s­ 
u rer in having said bonds prepared. 
S E C ’. 4. W hen tile bonds au th o rised to 
be issued under th is act shall lie duly 
executed, they shall be sold by tile sta te 
tre a su re r a t public auction to th e h igh­ 
e s t bidder for cash in such parcels and 
num bers as shall be directed by the gov­ 
ernor of the sta te ; hut th e sta te tre a s­ 
u rer m u st reject any und all bids for 
said bonds, or for any of them , which 
shall be below tile p ar 
value 
of 
said 
bonds so offered plus tile in terest which 
lins accrued th ereo n betw een th e d ate of 
sale and lite last preceding in terest m a­ 
tu rity d ate and lie m ay, by public a n ­ 
nouncem ent, a t tile place and tim e fixed 
for tile sale, continue such sale, as to 
the whole of the bonds offered, or any 
p a rt thereof offered, to su tfi tim e and 
place a s lie m ay select. 
W hen a sale 
is continued, 
us hereinabove 
provided 
no notice need be given o th er titan the 
public announcem ent bf the continuance, 
as hereinabove provided. 
Before offer­ 
ing any of said bonds for sale, th e said 
tre a su re r shall d etach therefrom all cou­ 
pons w hich have m atu red before the date 
fixed for such sale. 
Due notice of tile 
tim e and place of sole of all bonds m ust 
be given by said tre a su re r by publication 
in one new spaper published in the city 
and county of Kan F rancisco, and also 
by publication in one new spaper pub­ 
lished 
in 
tile 
city 
of 
O akland, 
and 
by publication in one 
new spaper 
pub­ 
lished in the city of Los A ngeles, and 
by publication in one new spaper pub­ 
lished in the city of Sacram ento, once a, 
w eek during four w eeks prio r to such 
■ale. 
In addition to tile notice last above 
provided for the sla te tre a su re r m ust give 
■uch fu rth er notice a s he m ay deem a d ­ 
visable. hut tile expenses and costs of 
■uch additional notice shall n ot exceed 
five hundred dollars for each sale so a d ­ 
v ertised. 
Tile costs of such publications 
shall be paid out of any m oneys in tile 
sta te treasu ry not otherw ise appropriated 
on controller's w arra n ts duly draw n for 
such purpose. 
T he proceeds of tile sale 
of such bonds, except such am ount as 
m ay have been paid as accrued in terest 
thereon, shull lie fo rthw ith paid over by 
said tre a su re r into tile sta te treasu ry , 
and m ust lie by him kept in a sep arate 
fund, to be known and designated as the 
“sta te building fund” w hich fund is here 
by established. 
Any and ult sum s which 
m ay have been paid as accrued in terest 
shall he fo rth w ith

Any and all m oneys derived 
from Hie sale of th e bonds provided for 
in th is act are hereby appropriated and 
shall lie used exclusively for tile following 
purpose to wit: 
T he con stru ctin g and equipping of state 
buildings in tile city of S acram ento. Ktate 
of G aliftiinia, 
for

boards an d com m issions of th e state, at a 
cost not to exceed th e to tal sum of three 
m illion dollars, such portion of said sum 
of th ree million dollars to be used for the 
furnishing and equipping of 
said 
state 
buildings as m ay be 
determ ined 
by u 
I sui rd consisting of th e governor, Hie pre 
siding Justice of th e suprem e court, and 
Hie s ta te librarian, w hich hoard for such 
purpose is hereby created ; provided, how­ 
ever, th a t no m oneys provided for by tills 
net shull lie used for such purpose until 
a site suitable for such purpose, und a c ­ 
ceptable to th e sta te bourd last above 
cr du toil, Kim ll be donated or given to Hie 
sta te , Hie title th ereto to ho free and 
d e a r of all liens and encum brances; Hie 
num ber of buildings and th eir location on 
the lands to be donated shull lie d e te r­ 
m ined by said board in th is subdivision 
of th is section m entioned; Hie plans and 
specifications for said buildings, and each 
of tin* sam e. shall be prepared under the 
direction and control of said board in this 
subdivision of th is section provided for. 
KEG. 6. 
T here is hereby appropriated 
out of any m oneys in th e sta te treasu ry 
not otherw ise appropriated, 
Hie sum of 
fifty t h o u s a n d (50.00<>) dollars annually, to 
pay the principal of .ne bonds issued 
and sold p u rsu an t to tile provisions of 
th is act. 
Said an n u al appropriation to 
continue until tile sam e, to g eth er wit)) 
tile accrued in terest on th e investm ent 
thereof, shall be sufficient 
to 
pay 
Hie 
principal of said bonds a t tile m atu rity 
thereof. 
T here is also hereby appropriated from 
any m oneys in tile sta te treasu ry not 
otherw ise appropriated such sum a n n u ­ 
ally as will he necessary to puy th e in te r­ 
est on th e bonds issued and sold p u rsu ­ 
a n t to the provisions o f th is act. 
T here shall ne collected an n ually In tile 
■am* manner and at tha lame time aa 


duty of all officers charged by law w ith 
any d u ty in regard to th e collection of 
said revenue to do and perform each and 
every acc w hich shall be necessary to col­ 
lect such additional sum. 
On th e 2d day of Jan u ary and on the 
2d day of Ju ly of eacli year, a fte r the sale 
of any bonds as herein provided for, the 
sta te tre a su re r and sta te controller shall 
tra n sfe r from tile m oneys hereby ap p ro ­ 
p riated to th e sta te buildings sinking and 
in terest fund, a sufficient sum of m oney 
to pay all in terest due and payable on any 
bonds sold and said tran sfer shall con­ 
tinue to be so m ade up to tile d ate cif 
m atu rity of such bonds and it shall be Hie 
duty of Hie sta te treasu rer to pay the 
sam e w hen Hie sam e falls due. 
On the 
first M onday in July of each year, a fte r 
the sale of any of the bonds as in th is ac t 
provided th e sta te controller and sta te 
treasu rer 
are 
hereby 
authorized 
and 
directed to tran sfer the m oneys hereby 
ap p ro p riated for tile 
paym ent 
of 
tile 
principal of said bonds to the said sta te 
buildings sinking and in terest fund. 
T he 
m oneys so transferred to the said sta te 
buildings sinking and in terest fund for 
the p ay m en t of the principal 
of 
said 
bonds, shall be invested from tim e to tim e 
by the sta te treasu rer in U nited S tates or 
sta te bonds. 
Ail interest payable on such 
bonds so invested shnll be paid into the 
said sta te buildings sinking and in terest 
fund an d be applied and held for the p ay ­ 
m ent of th e principal of said bonds or 
rein v ested in other bonds for the paym ent 
of such principal, as herein provided. 
T he principal of all of said bonds sold 
shall be paid a t the tim e the sam e be­ 
com es 
due, 
from the 
“sta te buildings 
sinking an<\ Interest fund” and the In te r­ 
est on all bonds sold shall be paid a t th e 
tim e said in terest becomes due from said 
fund an d th e faith of the S tate of C ali­ 
fornia is hereby pledged for the paym ent 
of th e principal of said bonds so sold 
and th e in terest accruing thereon. 
T he sta te controller and the sta te tre a s ­ 
u rer shall keep full and particu lar a c ­ 
count an d record of all their proceedings 
u nder th is act, and 
they 
shall 
tr a n s ­ 
m it to th e governor an a b stra c t of all 
such proceedings thereunder, w ith an a n ­ 
nual report, to he by the governor laid 
before th e legislature biennially; and all 
books and papers pertaining to th e m a t­ 
te r provided for in this act shall a t all 
tim es be open to the inspection of an ) 
p a rty interested, or the governor, or the 
atto rn ey general, or a com m ittee of e ith ­ 
er branch of the legislature, or a jo in t 
com m ittee of both, or any citizen of th e 
state. 
STOC. 7. 
W hen the bonds provided for 
by th is ac t a re redeemed, the sta te tre a s ­ 
u rer shall m ark the sam e cancelled, and 
shall, la th e presence of the governor, 
destroy th e sam e by burning the said 
bonds. 
SEC. 8. 
T his act. lf adopted by th e 
people, shall take effect on the th irty -first 
day of D ecem ber, 1914. as to all its p ro ­ 
visions excepting those relating to and 
necessary for Its subm ission to the peo­ 
ple, an d for returning, canvassing and 
proclaim ing the votes, and as to said e x ­ 
cepted provisions th is act shall go Into 
effect ninety days after the final ad jo u rn ­ 
m ent of th e session of the legislature 
p assin g the same. 
KBC. 9. 
T his act shall be subm itted to 
th e people of the Ktate of C alifornia for 
th eir ratification a t the next general elec­ 
tion to be holden In the m onth of N o­ 
v em b er," irineteen hundred and fourteen, 
and all ballots a t said election shall have

fornia, though th e sale thereof he m ade 
a t a d ate or dates a fte r the persons so 
signing, countersigning or endorsing, or 
any of them , shall cease to he tile in ­ 
cum bents of said office or offices.

In terest coupons shall be a t ­ 
tached to each of said bonds so th a t such 
coupons m ay be detached w ithout injury 
to or m utilation of Hie bond. .Said coupons 
shall be 
consecutively

shall be signed by the sta te treasurer. 
B u t no Interest on any of said bonds shall 
be paid for any tim e w hich m ay in ter­ 
vene betw een the d ate of any of said 
bonds, and the issue und sale thereof 
to u purchaser. 
SEC. 3. 
The sum of one thousand dol­ 
lars is hereby appropriated to pay the 
expenses th a t m ay he incurred by the 
sta te treasu rer in the p rin tin g and sale 
of said bonds. 
Kald am ounts shall be 
paid ou t of the general fund on the state 
controller’s w arran ts duly draw n for that 
purpose. 
SEC. 4. 
W hen th e bonds authorized to 
be issued under this a c t shall be duly 
executed, they shall tie sold by the state 
tre a su re r a t public auction to the highest 
bidder for cash, in such parcels and num ­ 
bers as said state tre a su re r sluill d eter­ 
m ine; but suid treasu rer m ust reject any 
and all bids for said bonds or for any of 
them , which shall lie below tile p ar value 
of said bonds so offered for sale, and he 
m ay by public announcem ent a t the place 
and tim e fixed for Hie sale, for good and 
sufficient cause, continue such sale us to 
th e whole of the bonds offered or any part 
thereof offered, to such tim e and place as 
he m ay select, not exceeding, however, 
sixty days. 
Due notice of the tim e und 
place of sale of all bonds m ust be given 
by said treasu rer by publication in two 
new spapers published 
in 
th e city und 
county of San Francisco, and also by pub­ 
lication in one new spaper published in Hie 
city of Oakland, and by publication in one 
n ew spaper published in Hie city of Los 
A ngeles, and by publication in one new s­ 
paper published in Hie city of S acra­ 
m ento, once a week during four weeks 
prior to such sale. 
Tile cost of such pub­ 
lication shall be paid ou t of the general 
fund of the sta te on controller’s w arrants 
duly draw n for th a t purpose. 
'Die pro­

th e treasury and m u st be by him kept 
in a separate fund to

BONDS 


An act to provide for the Issuance and 
sate of state bonds to be known as 
“state fair grounds bonds,” to provide 
a fund for the acquirement of additional 
land for the enlargement and extension 
of the state fair grounds In the city of 
Sacramento, the erection of additions to 
buildings now existing on said grounds, 
the erection of new buildings thereon, 
the equipping of said buildings and the 
general improvement and beautification 
of said state fair grounds as a complete 
plant for the exhibition and exploita­ 
tion of the resources and products of 
the state; appropriating the proceeds 
thereof for said purposes and providing 
for the manner In wnich the same shall 
be expended; creating a 
sinking 
and 
Interest fund for the payment of inter­ 
est on said bonds and the redemption 
thereof, making an appropriation there­ 
for and providing for the collection of 
revenue for such purposes; making an 
appropriation for the expense of pre­ 


pay the in terest on the bonds issued arui 
sold p u rsu an t to Hic provisions of tills 
aid. 
T here shall be collected an n u ally 
in the sam e m anner and a t tile sam e tim e 
as o th e r sta te revenue is collected such 
a sum , in addition to the o th e r revenues 
of the state, as shall he required to pay 
th e principal and interest on said bonds 
as herein provided arid it is hereby m ade 
the d u ty of all officers charged by law 
w ith any duty in regard to Hie collection 
of said revenue to clo and perform each 
and every act which shall tie necessary 
to collect such additional sum . 
On the 
2d day of January and on Hie 2d day 
of July of each year, a fte r Hie sale of 
any bonds as herein provided for, Hic 
sta te treasu rer and sta te controller shall 
tra n sfe r from Hie m oneys hereby a p p ro ­ 
p riated to Hie sta te fair grounds sinking 
and in terest fund, a sufficient 
sum 
of 
m oney to pay all interest due and p a y ­ 
able on any bonds sold, and said tr a n s ­ 
fer shall continue to be so m ade up to 
the d ate of m aturity of such bonds and 
it shull be the duty of the s ta te treasu ry 
to pay the sam e when Hie sam e shall full 
due. 
On the first Monday in July of each 
year, a fte r the sale of any of the bonds 
as in tills act provided, Hie sta te co n tro l­ 
ler and Hie state treasu rer a re hereby 
authorized and directed to tra n sfe r the 
m oneys hereby appropriated for the p a y ­ 
m ent of the principal of said bonds to 
th e said sta te fair grounds sinking and 
in terest fund.

Anaheim Plain Dealer: 
The Ana- 
helm Sugar Company’s fourth annual 
sugar-making campaign 
begun 
this 
morning .and the big 800-ton-per-day 
plant north of town is now busy on a 
crop of beets, that in point of tonnage, 
ie expected to be the largest ever 
handled by the local company. 
Beets began arriving the first of the 
week, ana have since been coining in, 
a few carloads at a time. 
The bins 
at the faotory are fairly well filled 
and beets will larrive in sufficient 
quantities from now on to in su re the 
continuous operation of 
the 
factory 
until the close of the campaign, about 
four months hence. 
The season has been retarded by 
continued cool and cloudy weather, 
which prevented sugar'development in 
the beets. 
The beets, however, have 
attained a larger size than in a num­ 
ber of preceding years, which will 
make the tonnage per acre run high. 
A few warm days will bring the sugar 
content up to normal and it is ex­ 
pected that the sugar content will av­ 
erage up well with that of past sea­ 
sons, which is around 20 per cent. 
The Anaheim Sugar Company has 
8500 acres of beets under contract. 
From this acreage not far from 100,000 
tons of beets will be harvested, which 
it is expected will result in the manu­ 
facture therefrom of around 20,000,000 
pounds of granulated sugar—as line 
and wholesome as is manufactured in 
any part of the world.
